It is his office to 
keep the shores in order, to feed and minister 
to the carp that have been put in its waters, to 
see that the fountain jets clear, to keep the lit¬ 
tle wherry taut and ship-shape, and on occa¬ 
sion todoose the sails of the dainty little sail¬ 
boat “ Fayaway,” and act as master, steersman, 
and pilot to whatever pleasure-parties choose 
to trust themselves to his conduct. He has got¬ 
ten himself a proper wooden leg manufactured, 
and he stumps jovially about wherever he likes, 
rehearsing in merry moments, to gaping and 
sympathetic listeners, the “ dreadful sea-fight on 
Lake Erie,” where Perry won such a victory, 
and poor old Brawny Back lost “ half his un- 
- derpinnings in the sarvice of an ongrateful 
country.” A happy, honored, loved old man is 
he; clinging to Jasper fondly, and delighting, 
above all things, to take the master’s bright¬ 
eyed boy in his arms, nurse him, find flowers for 
him, make toys for him, and row him about the 
lake.

A (Good Plato Classic is at present in a state of 
Y riuberant self-felicitation. He thinks that his 
ISuses for being supremely happy are innumer- 
61e ; for shrewd old Digest, after long litign- 
tn, has succeeded in driving the fraudulent 
set broker to the wall, and has recovered 
aU* half of Plato’s fends. And the memora¬ 
bly exdite work is complete. Excursus and all, 


two goodly octavo volumes, keeping Plato ter¬ 
rible busy over the proof sheets. True, he 
has had to publish at his own expense, but 
then the profits that will accure to him will be 
so much the larger. It is said that he reads 
the printed proof of title-page over at least five 
time a-day, and slaps his thigh with great com¬ 
placency. It is rumored that the appearance 
of this essay will have the effect to excite vio¬ 
lent controversy in the Dryasdust world; will 
possibly elicit a review from the Quarterly; will 
«m for Mr. Classic the honorary degree of 
D. D.; and is to be the forerunner of annotated 
editions of Sophocles and Homer. The all-im¬ 
portant question of the Digamma is reported 
to be incontrovertibly disposed of, and Her¬ 
man’s splendor begins to wane already. But. 
the learned Classic has still other causes for 
self-gratulation ; for his church is nearly fin-; 
ishea, and is shortly to be consecrated with a 
proper display of Episcopal pomp and dignified 
ceremonial. This church business was a source 
of great perplexity to Plato, and gave him con¬ 
stant employment during quite a long period, 
for Jasper and Mrs. Fleming,gave up the whole 
matter in h» own hands, only limiting him in < 
regard to the cost of the structure, and though 
he had many consultations with the architect 
nominally for the purpose of being assisted, he 
would not give up the absolute control of any 
slightest detail, from the selection of a site it¬ 
self, even to the designing of a groining, and 
the proper numbering of the pews. There is 
no estimating the amount of study and labor 
that this building cost our, antiquarian. His. 
plans, sketches of ornamentation, and designs 
for moulding and windows, consumed nearly a 
cart-load of Bristol board. At the present mo¬ 
ment, Plato Classic is probably the best inform¬ 
ed Eeclesiologist in the whole country. He 
had first to decide what style his church was 
was to be built in ; second, what period of that 
style ; third, what was to be the general ar¬ 
rangement; and, fourth,'the character of internal 
arrangement and decoration. Plato’s church 
will be a faultlessly classical specimen of what 
is usually known as the early English, or lance- 
olated Gothic. It is built with a tower of great 
Jieight, surmounted by a spire, placed at the 
.Intersection of the transepts; the arches are 
‘Sfty and pointed, sometimes (in the upper tier) 
arrayed with trefoil or cinquefoil heads; the 
columns are lofty and triple, jointed to the base 
of the arches by elegantly exfoliated capitals ; 
the lancet-shaped windows are divided by a sin¬ 
gle mnllion, and finished with a cinquefoil orna¬ 
ment in the centre of their arch ; the roof is 
high-pitched, and the ceiling arched ; the out¬ 
side wall is supported by shouldered buttresses 
between the windows, which buttresses are or¬ 
namented by pinnacles having a finial flower 
and crockets at their angles; the mouldings 
are part of flowers, part chevron, and part nail- 
head in character, the columns being very 
elaborately carved over, and the spandrels of 
the arches laden with trefoil, cinquefoil, roses, 
mullets, bosses, and paterae; the windows are 
of elaborately stained glass, and the tout ensem¬ 
ble is rich and effective. Plato has become ex¬ 
ceedingly mediaeval in his ideas respecting in¬ 
ternal decoration ; he has adopted the immove¬ 
able stone altar with an embroidered cloth, 
(much to the disgust of Richard, who grumbles 
about papacy and John Knox,) and talks most 
eloquently of sacrarium, rood-loft and rood- 
screen, piscina, sedilia, stalls, letterns, litany- I 
stools, candelaria, and divers other erudite 
topies of canonical or rubrical fame. The good 
Plato 1 his religion is so holy, so pure, so noble, 
so all-important a tiring to him, that there is no 
wonder he should fancy that every minutia of 
a place of worship was all-important likewise. 
What if he be given somewhat to Traetarianism 
and sentimental formalism? That does not- 
prevent his heart from being in the right place,' 1 
and beating strongly and warmly. Pax tecum 1 

What shall I say of the three who have prin¬ 
cipally engaged the reader’s attention in this 
book ? What, indeed, but that they are work¬ 
ers, and happy 1 

“ The testimony of adversaries, (says the Arch¬ 
bishop of Dublin, in his inimitable treatise upon 
the‘Elements of Rhetoric,’) including under 
this term all who would be unwilling to admit 
the conclusion to which their their testimony 
tends, has, of course, great weight derived 
from that circumstance.” 

Convinced of the truth of the above observa¬ 
tion, the author has thought it best to conclude 
the present chapter with a few extracts from 
A letter fi’om Aulkus Clinquant, Esq., to a 
friend in Italy, 

“ I have an old lady among my acquaint¬ 
ance, a cross, peevish old matron, who has sur¬ 
vived contemporaries, health, good humor, 
everything, in fact, except her money, (which I 
do not want,) her wit, against which I can 
sharpen mine, and her memory, which is stu¬ 
pendous, and for which I cultivate her, as she 
helps me to become quite an ‘ aristocratic mon¬ 
itor.’

whose grandfather made shoes, whose mother 
was a wet-nurse, and whose papa began life as 
bar-keeper in a gin-shop. It gives one a cer¬ 
tain power he could not otherwise attain to; and, 
if it does not gain him friends, it certainly has the 
effect of making people afraid to offend him, in 
which condition most persons are more service¬ 
able to yon, I find, than when bound to you by 
even the closest ties. Such people are always 
conscious of the hanging, and pay you well for 
not naming ropes in their presence. And you 
know I approve of the maxim f Parla poco, as- 
colta assai, e non fallirai’ always hinting, of 
course, that I do know much. My ancient 
friend has, given me many a lesson in world- 
wisdom. The other day, as I.was there, a lady 
visiter wound up a sentence with, ‘ And you 
know, my dear Miss Sarah, “ we must do in 
Rome as Romans do,” as Saint Paul says,’ (re¬ 
ferring to some crinoline extravagance or other.) 
Whereupon Miss Sarah snaps her up with, ‘ I 
beg your pardon, madam; Saint, Paul says no 
such thing. That’s home-made Scripture, if 
you please. But it’s true enough,’ added she, 


“ And I am trying to follow the river just 
now, Claude, in literary .matters. Sentiment is 
the order of the day, and I am cultivating a 
sentimental turn. I don’t know whether, tp 
write a sensational novel, which will pay, or* 
whether I shall not get out a religious memoir.

Here we have Brother 
Brigham and his saints, like a dunghill cock 
among his pullets, whetting his spurs in readi¬ 
ness for the charge of Uncle Sam’s eagle, who 
is rather sickly, just now, moulting, and I know 
not whether the next growth of feathers will 
reveal him to be a vulture or a goose. But we 
want no more geese. There ape plenty of them 
cackling at the Capitol now, and supposing 
themselves ‘ saving, the country thereby ’—a 
thing which has been in fashion ever since that 
memorable night attack of Brennus, Here, too, 
we have Brisbane and his crew—ha—ha--poor 
devils! they are more in earnest than any. 
What a pity they cannot have Miss Lucy to 
lecture to them. Tlieir harmonic doctrine is 
grand. Fourrier was a magnificent dreamer, 
and I admire his rhapsodies about pivotals. 
Distributive movement, Attraction, Passional 
and Social and Industrial, Seriism, Conjugal 

Harmonies, etc., but-I once spent a 

week at Brook farm- Here also are the Spirit¬ 
ualists, professors of a ScieftP.e I have dabbled 
in a little myself—by the way, I’d profess too, 
if I could turn it into as good account as Hume 
does—a set of people who are divided, according 
to the good old pagan standard, into priests and 
laynwR, deceived and deceivers—well, they aid 
the progress of physiological knowledge, by 
augmenting the number of insane subjects.

Art 
is to please, and if the truth is not pleasant, why, 
don’t let ns have any of it, Do they think that 
their halo-headed, straight-robed Cimabues and 
Giottos will ever tickle the popular fancy like 
the warm rife exuberant voluptuous glow of 
Correggio and Domenichino? Bother! Let. 
Hunt paint a dead wall, and I will paint a live 
woman that will attract a thousand eyes for his 

“ Why should you and I be so very honest, 
when we find every one around ns otherwise ?

I fill up the intervals in 
my sentimental studies by giving an occasional 
hour or two to the composition of a sdtire, made 
up of milk, honey, and rose-water, with just 
enough of rennet in it to make it sour on every 
stomach, and just enough of aloes in it to leave 
a bitter taste in every month, but so contrived 
as to appear lovely, fair, and sweet.

“ Ah reste: I go about after my usual fashion, 
with the beau monde, and laughing at it, peck¬ 
ing like a daw at every heart that is sleeve- 
worn, keeping people in general afraid of me, 
and—hating those who are not afraid of me. 

“God! though, Claude, Je m’en ennuie. I 
wish I had an occupation. (Tell it not in 
Gath.) I long to be an earnest man. If I 
had been an earnest man, I should be an 
honest man; and if I were an honest man, I 
would be a happy man. This does not chime 
in with my philosophy, but I have a miserably 
intuitive consciousness of the fact. Mais — 
diable J I can’t be, now—what use is there to 
worry about it? If not Alexander, then I am 
determined to become Diogenes, (id est, a Di¬ 
ogenes less the filth and singularity of that jolly 
old Cynic,) if I cannot be Timon, I will be 
Apemantus. If not Achilles, then Thersites. 
As it is denied me to be Shakspeare, I elect 
for Voltaire. My mottois, _‘ Aut Ccesar, aut — 
Cassius!’ Do I not make myself look ‘ lean 
and hungry’ to you ? I am candid. Do you 
not see the philosophy of this? Why, old 
Dennis is as famous as Pope. 

But I must drift on, or I shall fill this sheet

“ So the Morninglory has conquered a hus¬ 
band at last, eh, and a title 1 How she can 
flaunt upon it! Son Exeellenza Lncrezia, 
Contessa di Marionetti! How grand she will be 
to her friends, in her letters home, about the 
Palazzo Marionetti, and her caro Alessandro I 
I wonder if caro Alessandro is aware that Mad¬ 
ame Lncrezia’s dear mother once took in wash¬ 
ing for a living ?

The correspondent ,of the Tribune writes 
from this city as follows : 

“ After further consideration, Postmaster 
General Holt has determined ^to reduce the 
deposit money required prelimmaryTo a change 
of the location of the Boston Post Office to 
112,000.

This inconsistency is not explained. 

“ Our Consul at San Juan writes distinctly, 
that the seizure of the American steamers was 
occasioned by panic, and not by design, which 
was proved by their prompt restoration. Hence, 
the bellicose dispatches to General Lamar are 
harmless, and mostly intended for Congress 
next winter, as an improbable contingency is 
contemplated, which the investigation must 
dissipate.”

The Paraguay Difficulty—Its Settle¬ 
ment.

THE ROUMAIN NATION. 


Whiteflains, April, 1859. 

To , the Editor of the National Era : 

1. One of the most positive and yet one of 
the least observed results of the late attack of 
the Emperor Nicholas upon the Sultan and 

• Empire of Turkey, is the establishment of a 
new almost absolutely independent nationality 
of 4,000,000 of Christian Europeans upon the 
north bank of the Danube. 

2. This Moldo-Wallaehian question has given 
rise to an interesting recombination of the 
Powers who took part diplomatically or by 
force of arms in the late European contest. In 
favor of .a union of Moldavia and Wallachia, 
Russia, her late chief opponent France, and 
Sardinia, notoriously led by the desire of pla¬ 
cing herself in opposition to Austria and of 
currying favor with Louis Napoleon. Opposed 
to a union stood, first, Turkey, and, secondly, 
Austria, Great Britain, and Prussia. For a 

.time, Louis Napoleon, influenced, it was said, 
by Lord Palmerston, receded, from his position 
in favor of the Union, and a separate Consti¬ 
tution was given to each province. But the 
legitimate desires of the peoples of both prov¬ 
inces have in this instance succeeded in re¬ 
opening the whole question ; for no sooner do 
the two legislative assemblies meet, the one at 
Bucharest, tlie other at Jassy, than they elect 
with acclamation one and the same Hospodar, 
Alexander Joh n Conza, (calling himself Prince 
Alexander John I,) and further agree to unite 
their legislative assemblies for the future. 

3. The, divisions among the organs of public 
opinion in Europe has been not less curious 
than that which existed among the Cabinets. 
The friends of Russia and the majority of the 
advanced Liberal and Republican opponents 
of Russia in Europe have (on different ac¬ 
counts) favored the union. In this the Sibcle, 
of Paris, has sided with the Nord, of Brussels, 
the Russian organ, On the other hand, the 
friends of Turkey, par excellence, and the ma¬ 
jority of the Conservative and Moderate-Lib¬ 
eral opponents of Russia have declared them¬ 
selves in favor of maintaining the rights of the 
Sultan intact, in opposition .to the union.

For my own part, while 
on the one hand I cherish much good will to 
the .Sultan, and have no desire to see his Em¬ 
pire crumble to pieces and his race driven out 
of .Europe; and while I see much force in the 
arguments relating to the “ balance of power ” 
and the international relations of Europe, why 
Moldavia and Wallachia should remain sepa¬ 
rate and suzerain to Turkey, as of yore, yet on 
the other hand I find ft hard, as a Liberal, to 
gainsay the legitimate and honorable ambition 
of the Roumains, one in race, in language, and 
in religion, to get rid of a mild but very hete¬ 
rogeneous yoke, and to form a close political
